The report of the ppecial committes
on water rates was prefaced with a
statement from ita chalrman, James
H. Torrey, that the committes felt
constralned to confine liself wholly
within the limits prescribed for it by |
the resolution under which It Was ere-
ated, namely: “To confer with Mr.
Beranton with n view of securing o
lower and uniform rate for moanufact-
urers, and to report upon the legal
status of the water company.'" The
report of the commiitee wag as fol-
lowa:

That by wppointment, a mijority of

the committes walted upon Mr. Boranton
at the office of the Sceranton mnd
Water company, on Friday, Lec T
committes ssuibmitted to Mr, Beriunton tha
resolutions of the board, and In aceords-
ance with the instructions of the hoard,
suggested to him that the Scranton Gasg
and Water company should muke @ unl-
form and lower meter rate 1o monufac
turers The committes stated that In
thelr oplnlon and in thet of the bourd the
company would loge nothing by such
reduction In the end, ns the Inctrease of
manufactories would necessarily lead to
greater Inereaso In domestie use of witor,

In connection with the sugzestion in
the potion of the board thot the locatlon
of new monufoeio 2 was  discouraged
by the high water rates, Mr. Scranton
nsked that =ome spectfic caso of o manu-

factory Kept out of Seranton by (he
water rates be named. The committens
stated, In substonce, that many factors

ontered foto tho decigion of the guestion
of any propoved location of manufactor-
les here, and that 1t would not be pogsl-

amall amount of water, It would greatly

ineroase the cost of waler o lurge eon
sumers,

The commilice mnds no s0E stion or
request that special rates be mode to
new muanufactorles different from Ih..-;.-
glven to manufactories already estiub-
lished. Its only request of Mr. Beranton
whos for i lower anid uniform rate to all
In & ganeral wey, Mr. SBeranton Indloated
an unwillizgness to comply with the e
quest of the board, ot the same time
stnting that he was willlng to conshder
any definlte cpnse of any partioular moan-
ufactory which wis tulking of locating
here, but wis deterred by the high water
rates;, nnd nlso sayving that he dld not
e why hls company should stond sl
the difference, and expressing an apinion
that the city or the board of trade might
properly make up any deflelt In profits
which would result from the prosent
